CLAIM FOR DAMAGES FAILS 


Margaret Doyle, a minor, suing by her 
father, Thomas Doyle, Wexford; sued Thomas 
J. Kavanagh, Arva, County Cavan, to re- 
cover £150 damages for personal injuries 
which she alleged she sustained by reason 
of the negligent driving of his motor car 
by the defendant on June 22nd, 1935, when 
she was knocked down near her residence : t 
Crumlin. 

The plaintiff stated that. on the date 
mentioned she had just received a bundle 
of evening newspapers. off a ‘bus that was 
coming from Dublin, and on her way back 
across the road to her aunt s sliop "á was 
struck by the motor car nad knocked on to 
the footway. She received an injury to her 
nose and teeth. The défendant. took her to 
hospital, and subsequently she had to have 
her teeth attended to. 

The defendant stated that he was driving 
at a speed of about 25 m p.h., and on nearing 
a “bus on the Crumlin road he sounded the 
horn and took every precaution. He saw 
the plaintiff emerge from behind the ’bus and 
cross the road. n she reached the foot- 
way she tripped and fell. He was on his 
correct side of the road, and he swerved to 
the right when he came near the girl. His 
car did not strike her, and he pulled up 
when he saw her falling. 


The Judge dismnissed the action, with 


costs. .

APPRENTICES’ ‘CLAIM 


Christopher McCabe, a minor, suing by 
his mother, Mrs. Bridget McCabe, Fleming 
place, Dublin, sued H. Harris, wholesale 
cabinetmaker, Upper Gloucester street, for 
250 compensation for breach by the de- 
fendant of a covenant in an indenture cf 
apprenticeship, whereby the defendant was 
to teach the po the cabinet-making 
trade, dated May 25rd,. 1935. The sum 
claimed was made up of premium (£25) paid 
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to the defendant, loss of wages, maintenance 
allowance, etc. 

The plaintiff alleged that he had been 
dismissed by the defendant. 

The defendant stated that there was a 
strike of cabinetmakers about !ast Christmas, 
and that they refused to settle it because they 
would not work with the boy. The bov 
left his employment for some weeks. He 
refused to work in the shop, and he left 
without permission. He had nothing against 
the boy, although he was not keen on his 
work. An official of the union demanded 
the buy’s dismissal, but he (witness) refused 
to do that. The strike was settled and the 
boy returned to his work, and was at pre- 
sent in his (defendant’s) employment. 

The Judge gave the plaintiff a decree for 
£4 10s. and costs.

LAW RELATING TO 
PATENTS 


POSITION OF SOLICITORS 


The danger of repercussions in England 
should British subjects be prevented from 
practising as patent agents im this country 
was touched upon by Mr. de Sales Lysaght, 
manager of Messrs. Tomkins and Co., Dublin, 
in his resumed evidence yesterday before the 
Committee of Inquiry into the law relating to 
patents, trade marks and designs. i 

Mr. de Sales Lysaght said he had no objec- 
tion to British subjects who were registered 

tent agents practising in the Free State. 

t would be a serious danger possibly to pre- 
vent them from practising here, he said. In 
the first place, it would affect only a few 
members of the profession and involve only 
a few hundred: pounds, but it might have 
serious repercussions in England, where 
thousands of Irishmen were. earning their 
livelihood. 

Replying-to Mr. J, J. Dowling; he stated 
there were only a few solicitors here conduct- 
ing correspondence for British patent agents; 
Most solicitors he had met were too 
wise to conduct such a business when they 
were not qualified. He agreed that it would 
be a hardship on those few solicitors to pre- 
vent solicitors generally from conducting 
patent agent business, but it would not be a 
1ardship on solicitors qualifying as such in 
future to say to them: ‘‘ You must not con- 
duct the business of a patent agent.’’ 

Mr, E. Proud presided. 

The Committee adjourned until Thursday 


next. 
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
